The STUDENT LANTERN thanks its friends, the “School 
Suffragettes,” for the bit of argumentative writing presented above. 
It is very well done. The answer to the points raised runs, we imag- 
ine, something like this: 

1. Why is not the Vice-President of the Athletic Association 
eligible for the Board of Control? She is. There is no rule that 
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compels a member of the Board of Control to attend the meetings 
if any member prefers to remain in the session room when notices 
are announced for a board meeting. It is true that when the con- 
stitution of the Athletic Association was first drafted it did not 
make the Vice-President eligible to a seat in the Board of Control. 
Some four or five years ago this defect was corrected and for nearly 
a year it was the custom for the representative of the girls to at- 
tend the board meetings and vote therein. Just why this excellent 
custom was not kept up by the girls the STUDENT LANTERN 
does not presume to say. It has been rumored that the Vice-Presi- 
dent didn't like to attend as she felt lonesome, being such a minority 
upon the board. If this reason was once true it can hardly be held 
to be a valid reason now as she will be no more in a minority in the 
board than Miss Jeannette Rankin is in the congress of the United 
States. We suggest that our suffragette friends exercise such rights 
as they already have as a preface to the securing of such rights as 
they still desire. Why not have the present incumbent of Vice- 
Presidential honors attend the next Board of Control meeting when 
itisannounced? She will find a seat there for her, be accorded every 
courtesy, she will have her chance in the discussions, and her vote 
will be counted. 

2. We think the girls are correct in stating their second point 
that “girls are interested in the athletics of the boys.” They are: 
there is an abundant proof of it. “Why are not the boys interested 
in the athletics of the girls?” They are—to a limited extent. The 
reason they are not as much interested in the athletics of girls as 
girls are interested in the athletics of boys is because the world 
seems to be built that way at present. ‘Women generally are far 
more interested in the so-called affairs of men than men are interested 
in the so-called affairs of women. There are many more women 
interested in voting than there are men interested in knitting. Per- 
haps this ought not so to be, but that is the way the world is now 
built. It occurs to the STUDENT LANTERN that the boys now 
in High School did not build the present world and are not to blame 
for many of its glaring defects. They are, however, the builders of 
the world that is to be. The process of world-building is very slow. 
We believe that the boys are reasonably anxious to help build a 
world that will be fair to women. The activities of our school world 
are built up under the authority of the Board of Education. When 
that board itself comes to have as many women members stiting 
upon it as it has men it may be possible to secure more easily some 
of the changes that “T. S. S.” seem to ardently desire. Whether 
the equalizing and standardizing of girls’ athletics with those of 
boys is one of the things that will thus be brought about, we must 
wait for time to disclose.

Saginaw football fans were treated to a real football contest 
on Thanksgiving day when the annual game took place. Although 
neither team emerged from the fray victorious, the followers of 
both schools were well satisfied with the showing of their team. 
The crowd was the largest that had ever witnessed a gridiron battle 
in Saginaw. 

'The teams were evenly matched and the breaks were about 
even, although Saginaw was robbed of a fourth down by the poor 
memory of the Headlinesman at a time when the down would 
have no doubt counted as the ball was in our possession on the 30- 
yard line and with the wind at his back, Buetow fell back of the 
line to attempt a drop-kick but the pass from center was bad and 
he was obliged to run the ball back and in doing this the ball was 
downed directly in front of the goal posts but the officials disal- 
lowed the protests of our boys as to the downs and the ball went 
over to Arthur Hill.
